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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In view of the amendments, rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12 are withdrawn. The cancelation of claim 7 is recognized. The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 substantially restates arguments 
previously addressed in earlier office action. Specifically, measurements of D-ser in individuals with a diagnosis of schizophrenia would be 
recognized as meaningful, to one of ordinary skill in the art, not in isolation but only in the context of a comparison of such values to those 
from healthy individuals. Use, in data analysis, of statistical parameters such as standard deviations, as well as normalizations for 
decreasing the effect of variations in total serine between individuals, are within the technical reach of one of ordinary skill in the art. With 
regard to the racemase, one of ordinary skill would recognize the role of this enzyme in partially determining values of D-ser and its ratios 
to total serine would depend on factors such as its total expression as well as any alterations to its activity associated with genetic lesion or 
abnormal expression of regulatory proteins; further, the prior art suggests such considerations. The original rejections are maintained. 
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
